Washington, Dec. 26. — The case of 
Nicholas Davis of troop B, Third cav­ 
alry, has been reported to Gen. Merritt 
commanding the department

Davis is an enlisted man 
from Kentucky and became insane over 
fancied wrongs inflicted by members of 
his troop at Fort .'Iyer, Va., and who, 
inspired by drink, duplicated at Fort 
Myer the main incidents in Rudyard 
Kipling’s story, "In, the Matter of a 
Private." 
Obtaining a Krag-Jorgensen 
rifle and a supply of ammunition, he 
barricaded himself in the troops quarters 


ana began tiring through the open win­ 
dows at every person who came within 
range of his weapon. 
Fortunately, he 
failed to hit anybody. 
The commandant of the fort after 
making all poesible efforts to eave the 
crazy trooper without sacrificing his 
men, finally ordered him shot, and a 
sergeant and a squad were detailed for 
that purpose.

for. 
The work of cleaning the mine to get 
it ready to resume work will take three 
weeks or a month. Pom ps are working 
steadily and the water is fast tieing 
pumped out and fans are forcing plenty 
of air into the mine. 
Inspectors Blick and L outitt began a 
thorough investigation of the cause of 
the accident and the result will be sub­ 
m itted to the coroner. Thirteen victims 
of the explosion have been buried.

ti ai n at Estcourt. 
The dispatch was 
kent from Lorenzo, Marques, and is as 
follows: 
“In the evening I concealed myself on 
the rail way truck under a great pile of 
aacka 
I had u small store of g o d 
water. 
I remained hidden so, chancing 
discovery. The Hoers searched the train 
at Komatiport, but did not search deep 
enough. 
After tom e no hours of misery 
I came safely here. 
I am very weak, 
but free. I lost many pounds in weight, j 
but am light in heart. 
I avail myself 
of every opportunity ami henceforth 
will urge earnestly, unflinchingly and 
uncompromising prosecution of the war. 
“On 
the afternoon of Dec Its the 
Transvaal secretary of war informed 
me there was littlo chance of my re­ 
lease. 
Therefore I resolved to escajic 
and th at same night 
I left the state 
schools of prison in Pretoria by climbing 
the wall when the sentrey’s back was 
turned and 
m om entarily 
I 
walked 
through the streets of the tow n w ithout 
disguise, meeting many burghers, but 
was not challenged in the crowd. 
“ I got through the pickets of the town 
guards and struck the Delagoa Bay 
railroad. 
I walked along it, evading 
w atchers at the bridges and culverts 
and waited for the train beyond the tirst I 
station. 
The 11:10 train from Pretoria 
arrived before I re Ached the' place, and 
was moving at full speed. 
I boarded it 
w ith great difficulty and hid under the 
coal sacks.

W ashington, Dec. 27.—At the cabinet 
meeting Tuesday it was decided to con­ 
strue that portion of the treaty with 
Spain regarding the return of Spanish 
soldiers and prisoners of war iu the 
most liberal way.

treaty the United States agreed to tran s­ 
port a1] Spanish soldiers and prisoners 
of war serving in the conquered te rri­ 
tory of Spain, 
i^uite a num ber of dis­ 
puted questions have been raised in con­ 
nection with the repatriation of the 
Spanish soldiers serving in the Philip­ 
pines, and they have been the subject of 
considerable 
correspondence 
between 
General Otis and the Spanish represen­ 
tatives at Manila. 
In the peace treaty 
various term s are used—“Spanish sol­ 
diers,” “Spanish p riso n e r,” “prisoners 
in the hands of the insurgents." 
After discussing the question the cab­ 
inet decided to construe the language of 
the treaty liberally;- indeed,to stretch it 
not only to cover all Spanish prisoners 
in the hands of the insurgents who are 
now falling into our hands but their 
fam ilies and all Spanish civilian officials 
and their families. 
All will be tran s­ 
ported to Spain at the expense of the 
U nited States. 
Secretary Root has no inform ation as 
to how many prisoners rem ain on the 
islands.
